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Idaho has had little variation in unemployment payments for the past three weeks.  The unemployment data point to a strong labor economy with activ-
ity lower than any recent year.  When the state has a labor force that has increased, while unemployment activity has decreased, the picture of eco-
nomic growth is especially strong.
